A probate judge up for re-elec¬ 
tion in Kansas City told the voters 
he had saved many a small estate 
from despoilment. From despoil¬ 
ment ! \Vhv sliould anyone want 
to despoil widows and orplu is? 
Rut this judge talks about it as if 
it was a very common thing, which, 
in fact, it is. Where is the peace 
on earth, good will toward men? 
There is none. Tliere is none be¬ 
cause under the capitalist system 
there is always the incentive to de¬ 
spoil. The predatory instinct is al¬ 
ways nppermost.

"With one design for all union 
labels it is believed the iniblic would 
become accustomed to it and more 
readily recognize it when it ap¬ 
pears. It was also emphasizeil that 
the bogus coiilil l.-e more readily dc- 
leeted than it is toilay. 

".-After a warm discussion it was 
decided to defer action until the 
next amvention and have the ilcle- 
gates study the matter in the mean¬ 
time.

methiNl of graft and exploitation 
and demanding compulsorv life and 
other instimnce by legitfativc eu- 
actimmt. That tlic Japanese and 
Koreans be excluded in the same 
maiintr as the Chinese was another 
of tlic radical demands. Women 
cinpim’ment was denouiicetl and 
child labor censured. More factory 
inspectors were demanded.” 

We believe Mr. Gompers to be al¬ 
together too shrewd a nuin to be 
deceived by mere surface facts. No 
one knows better than he tliat .So¬ 
cialism it constantly making in¬ 
roads among the membership of the 
.American Federation of I^ibor, and 
that tlie mere physical non-success 
of the Socialisiii to control the pol¬

This class sfuggle is due to the 
private ownership of tlie means of 
employment, or the tools of pro¬ 
duction. Wherever a id whenever 
man owned his own 'and and tools, 
and by them priKluccd only the 
things which he ii.sed, economic in¬ 
dependence was (lossihlc. But pro¬ 
duction or the making of goods! 
has long since ceased lo be individ¬ 
ual. I'he labors of scores or even 
thousands, enter into ahrost every 
article prcKlnccd. IVoduction is 
no.v social or collective. Fvai. • 
tically everything is made or done 
liy many men—sometinits separated 
by seas and continents—working 
together for the same end. But 
this co-operation in production is 
not for the direct use of the things 
made by tlie workers who make 
tliem, but for the profit of the own¬ 
ers of the tools and means of p'O- 
duction; and to this is due the 
pre.sent division of society into two 
distinct classes: and from it has 
sprung all the miseries, inharmonies 
and contradictions of our civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Between these two classes there 
can lie no j'ossiblc compromise or 
identity of interest, any more than 
there can lx: jicace in the midst 
of war, or light in the mirlst of 
ilarkncss. A society tiased upon 
this class division carries in itself 
the seeds of its own destruction. 
Such a society is foimdcJ on funda¬ 
mental injustice. There can be no 
|>ossibIe basis for social pe.ice. for 
individual freedom, for mental har¬ 
mony, cxcqit in the conscious and 
complete triumph of the working 
class as the only class tliat has the 
right or power to be. 

IV. 

The Social-Democratic program 
is nut a theory inip.j.sed u|K>n so¬ 
ciety for its acceptance or rejection. 
It is but the interpretatien of what 
is, sooner or later, inevitable. Capi¬ 
talism is already struggling to its 
destruction. It is no longer com¬ 
petent to organize or administer the 
work of the world or even to pre¬ 
serve itself. Tlic captains of in¬ 
dustry are appalled at their own 
inability to control c>r direct the 
rapidly socializing forces of in¬ 
dustry. The so-callcil trust is but 
a sign and form of this developing 
socialization of the word's work. 
The universal increase of the un¬ 
certainty oi employment, the uni¬ 
versal capitalist determination to 
break ilown the unity of labor ir. 
tlie trades unions, the widespread 
apprehensions of impending change. 


zeveal that the constitutions of capi¬ 
talist sode^ are passing under the 
power of inhering forces that will 
soon destroy Uiew- k 

Into the midst of this strain and 
crises of civilization, the Socia,- 
Oemocratic movement comes as 
the only saving or cciiservative 
force. If the- world it to be saved 
from cliaos, from universal disorder 
and misco'. >t must be by the un¬ 
ion of tlie workers of all nations in 
the Social-Democratic movement 
The Social-Democratic party comes 
with the only proposition or pro¬ 
gram for intelligently and deliber-! 
ate'y organizing the nation for the j 
conrnor good of all its citizens. It 
is the first time that the mind of 
man has ever been directed toward I 
the conscious organization of so¬ 
ciety. I 

Soclal-Dcmocracy means that all | 
those things upon which the people i 
in common depend shall by the | 
people in common be owned and 
administered. It means that the 
tools of emplo)'ment shall belong 
to their creators and users; tliat all 
production shall be for the direct 
use of the producers; that the mak¬ 
ing ol goeds for profit shall come' 
to an end; that we shall all be work-:

Such mcas- 
orcs of relief as we may be able 
to force from capitalism are but a 
preparation of the workers to seize 
the whole powers of government, 
in order that they may thereby lay 
hold of the wliole system of in¬ 
dustry, and thus come into their 
rightful inheritance. 

To tills end we pledge ourselves, 
as the party of tltc working class, 
to use all political power, as fast 
as It shall be entrusted to us by 
our fellow-workers, both for their 
ultimate and complete emancipa¬ 
tion. To this end we appeal to all 
the workers of America and to all 
iviio wiH lend their lives to the ser¬ 
vice of the workers in their struggle 
to gain their own, and to all wlio 
will nobly and disinterestedly give 
their days and energies unto the 
workers' cause, to ca.st their lot and 
faith with the Social-Etemocratic 
party. Our appeal for the trust 
and suffrages of our fellow workers 
is at once an appeal for the common 
gcHxl and freedom, and for the free¬ 
dom and blossoming of our comnum 
humanity.
